Li* Hereford Park Farm of 1,000 acres near Weldon, Saskatchewan. 

!r. Weir cultivates about 700 acres of land and specializes in 
Hereford cattle and Percheron horses.* In 1929 he won the gold modal 
p‘. the Toronto Royal Fair for the bos*, group of Percherons.

I go to church with decent regu¬ 
larity, and enjoy going, if I didn’t 
enjoy going I would stay at home. 
I have discovered that attending 
morning service is good for me. Far 
yaars. Sunday was a dull day for me, 
and sometimes a billious day. . I rose 
late, ate breakfast, sat around smok¬ 
ing, and generally found myself fee’- 
frowsy and phlegmatic by noon. A 
lot of peop’e are like that on Sunday 
w.tb the result that when they come 
to their desks Monday morning they 
are better left alone for three or 4 
hours. On the other hand, when I 
attended churcih, I found myself re¬ 
turning to my lowly abode with buoy 
ant step, a clear head, and a robust 
appetite. The phenomenon occurred 
So repeatedly that I could not not 
help noticing itMy family noticed It 
too. 

I have analyzed the thing, and it is 
quite -dmpie. As an office worker, I 
have no need to stay abed on Sunday 
mornings; sleeping late has a poison¬ 
ous effect oipon my system. It de¬ 
ranges my eating schedule which is 
• bad thing When I get up at a de¬ 
cent hour, eat a moderate breakfast, 
and bestir myself to get to the 
church in time, my system is put Into 
its proper motion. As H rule, I arrive 
at the church, after an invigorating 
walk. Juat in time to charm the en¬ 
tire congregation and stun th e choir 
with my tinging of the opening 
kywn.

1st. He is guilty of an assault on all 
thoae near him. He is a source of 
dinger to them because of the germ 
laden secretions which he throws out 
all around him, sometimes Into the 
very faces of those near him. 

Many disease germs arc present in 
the nose and throat When we cough 
or sneeze, the particles which we 
expel by these actions carry with 
them some of these germs. The
